“Tam satisfied that he views his public 
career as a matter so absolutely in the control 
of the public decision that he will tacitly 
abide the event of a renomination. In regard 
to the idea of an excessive strain upon his 
physical condition, he has been fully pre- 
pared for any contingency of this kind, not 
merely by his rapid restoration to health and 
vigor, and by his changed relations to such a 
campaign, should itoccur. At one time, not 
iong since, not even his immediate followers 
abandoned the idea of his further leadership, 
and went to seek their fortunes in other di- 
rections. Many of them are now somewhat 
alarmed at the prospect of his nomina- 
tion, as they have set up for themselves, or 
joined adverse interests. But that Mr. Tilden 
will respond in the aftirmative to a proper de- 
mand by the party and the people, there is 
not a particleof doubt. It is alsohis positive 
conviction that the time, the opportunity, 
andthe necessity for hisidentity with a move- 
ment for a renomination of the ticket which 
was elected by the people, but denied by their 
tribunes in 1576, is now at hand. ‘The recent 
course of Mr. Hendricks has, perhaps, given 
this idea more positive vitality than itseemed 
to have afew months ago. The refusal of 
Hendricks to recognize the historical justice, 
as well as the popular expediency of a renom- 
ination of the ‘old ticket’ by the last demo- 
cratic convention, caused the nomination of 
Hancock and begoi the failure af that exper- 
mént. This last remark you will please take 
as an expression of my Own opinion.” 

‘Is it,then the willingness of Mr. Hendricks 
as recently indicated, to run on the ‘old 
tickei’ that bas changed Mr. Tilden's views?” 

He has certainly recognized the significance 
of Mr. Hendricks’s change of plan.

New York, July 16.—The announcenient 
that Dennis Kearney would be present this 
aiternoon at the meeting of the Central Labor 
Union, drew alarzer number than usual of 
delegates and ou'siders to Clarendon hall. 
Before the meeting began Kearney 
haranzued the crowd from tne outer 
steps until the proprietor of the 
hall ordered bim to stop. When his name 
was announced within the hall and a motion 
taade to give tim the privilege of the floor 
an uproar and confusion begun. ‘What la- 
bor organization does he represent?’ ‘‘Where 
did he get the money to come here?’ was 
called out. His friends yelled, ‘‘Who is the 
father of the Chinese act?’ At length the 
motion was lost by a vote of 38 to 12, and 
Kearney strode out denouncing the members 
of the labor union as blatherskites and dirty 
coopers 

Someof Kearney’s admirers hired another 
room in the same building, and there Kearney 
madé aspeech denouncing the laber union 
anew. announcing himself and all working 
men as protectionists, advocating higher rail- 
road freight and passenger rates, claiming 
that this would lead to highcr wages for the 
employes of the railroad companies, and 
abusing the corporations. He finally an- 
nouced that he would call an open air meet- 
ing for Thursday night in Union Square.

Itis 
understood that some time will be required 
by General Ecket. It is further stated that 
there is not the slightest likelihood of the de- 
mand of 15 per cent being complied with. 
W hether either side will be 
prepared to compromise has not 
yet been determined. Meanwhile 
the entire force of operators in this city con- 
tinue at work, and reports trom all parts of 
the country indicate a similar condition of 
affairs in all other cities. General Eckert and 
the various officers of the company helda 
conference immediately after the visit of the 
comunittee, and representatives of the press 
were unable to secure an audience with any 
of the numerous Officials of the company, 
who were understood to be discussing the 
course of action regarding the demand of the 
Operators. 

W hen the committee presented the memo- 
rial they were asked if they represented em- 
ployes of the Western Union company.

HISTORY OF THE MOVEMENT, 

This gigantic movement, the most unani- 
mous ever attempted in this country by any 
trade organization, is under the auspices ol 
the Knights of Labor. There are about 13,- 
O00 telegraph’ operators in Canada and thie 
United States east of the Rocky mountains, 
and of this number 11,500 are active members 
of the Knights of Labor, and about 3,000 are 
subscribers to a written pledge to co-operate 
with the organized force in any movement to 
better their condition instituted by tne latter. 
This undertaking was evolved in a conven- 
tion of telegraph operato:s held secretly in 
Chicago in March, from the llth to the loth 
The body was composed of delegates from 175 
assemblies, numbering about 590. On the 
last day of the convention a bill of grievances 
was completed and ordered to be submitted 
to the various assemblies for ratification. At- 
tached was a resolution ordering a strike in 
case of non-compliancé of the employers 
within the time allowed for consideration 
and the manner in which the demands were 
to be made, The power was given the exec- 
utive committee to tix the day and hour on 
which the bill was to be submitted. Accord- 
ing to the rules of the Knights of La- 
bor it is mecessary for every assembly 
in the district in which a strike is _ or- 
dered, to comply by a three-fourths vote be- 
fore the extreme measure is adopted. It is 
also a rule that no strike can be ordered in 


any city or portion of the country in which 
| the Knights of Labor have not a controlling 
| influence in the trade. This accounts for the 
factthat the demands made do notinclude the 
operators on the western side of the Rocky 
Mountains. While in many portions of the 
extreme west powerful assemblies of opera- 
tors are in existence, yet their number, as 
compared with the non-union operators, 1s 
not sufficient to warrant them in hoping to 
so badly cripple their employers by a strixe as 
to force com | ljauce,

The increase demanded will 
amount to about $500,000 a year. 

(he demand of the linemen for eight hours 
as a day’s service will necessitate the employ- 
ment of 500 more men throughout the coun- 
try. causing an increased pay list of about 
$545,000 a year. 

According tothese demands, if complied 
With, the commercial companies will be re- 
quired to add to their salary accounts®™bout 
$1,545,000 a year. 

A buut 5,000 telegraph Operators engaged by 
railroad companies will be ailected by the 
bill of grievances. Their salaries vary mate- 
rially, but a fair average is $50amonta. The 
bill demands for these employes an increase 
of $10a month, which will amount to at 
least an extra outlay of $600,000 a year. The 
demand of double pay for Sunday 
service will affect about 4,000 rail 
road operators, and according to the increase 
demanded a day’s pay will not be less than 
$2, which will add to the pay roll in the 
peighborhood of $416,000, thus making a total 
increase demanded on railroads of $1,016,000 
a year, and the grand total of increase to the 
telezraph operators affected by the detands 
of the Knights of Labor $2,559,000 each year

THE FRENCH FRTE, 


Evidences of Turbulence Attending the Celebration 
of the Stormiog of the Hastile. 


Rovsaix, France, July 16.—A large crowd 
assembled here yesterday to protest against 
the recent action of the chamber of deputies 
in rejecting a motion to grant amnesty to the 
(‘aris and Montceaules mines rioters, includ- 
ing Louise Michel. The crowd had previously 
attempted to invade the town hall. Thé po- 
lice commissary was struck on the heed and 
now liesina eager cdeeges condition. The mob 
was charged by the mounted gendarmerie, 
aod six men were arrested upon whom blud- 
geons and several revolvers were found. 

Parts, July 16.—Many of the tlags display- 
ed on Saturday in honor of the national fete, 
were draped with crape for Louise Michel. 
After the unveiling of the statue of the re- 
public 2 anarchists stuck a black tlag upon 
the statue. The people surrounding the 
statue immediately seized the flag and tore it 
to pleces, One arrest was made. Black flags 
were displayed in some of the obscure streets 
of the city. The unfavorable weather some- 
what dampened the enthusiasm of the people 
during the day but at night the festivities 
were of surpas-ing brilliancy. 

In the chamber of deputies, to-day, M. 
Challemel Lacour, minister of foreign affairs, 
replying to a question, said he believed there 
had been, at least, an exaggeration in the ac- 
counts of the occurrences in Madagascar. He 
was certain that if Admiral Pierre had 
adopted any measures they had been neces- 
sary, and that Admiral Pierre had com- 
plied with orders to avoid. offending 
Kngiand. News of the occurrences was 
lacking, he explained, because the admiral 
was unable to detach a vessel by which to 
send dispatches. He declared tnat unex- 
plained events could not impair the present 
yood relations between France and England. 
The utterances in the British parliament 
on this subject had been moderate and 
courteous. M.Challemel Lacour added that 
ifa grave error had been committed or pas- 
sion manifested, the French government 
would not hesitate to fulfill the obligations 
imposed by asense of jnstice to the interest 
of the country. The minister's remarks were 
received with cheers. 


STORMING OF TAMATAVE. 


The Alleged Ineult to the british Flag— The Arrivalo 
the French Refugees. 

Lonpon, July 16.—Dorald, Currie & Co’s 
steamer, Taymouth Castle, was boarded at 
Tamatave on June 26th, by a French officer, 
who stated that the French had taken Tama- 
tave. The passengers were forbidden to go 
ashore, and the cargo was allowed to be lana- 
ed only on the payment of duty. A sentry 
was placed on board the steamer. The cargo 
and passengers were then taken to Mauri- 
t1us, 

Captain Hay, of Taymouth Castle, on arri- 
ving at Natal reported nothing relative to 
the alleged insult tothe late British consul 
at Tamatave. The captain of the British man- 
of-war Dryad was acting as cbnsul. Captain 
Hay was allowed tosee the captain of the 
Dryad once. The French wished to have all 
thefconsular dispatches sent aboard Admiral 
Pierre’s ship, but the English objected, and 
Captain Hay received them directly from the 
Dryad. ‘The latter vessel escorted Taymouth 
Castle out of the harbor of Tamatave, 

A dispatch from Durban to the Times says: 
The Protestant church was destroyed during 
the bombardment of Tamatave. Much mis- 
ery exists among British subjects residing at 
Tamatave. Ihe governor of Mauritins has 
sent a steamer to bring away the refugees, 
Tae French admural lowered the consular 
flags and forbade their re-hoisting until their 
foreign representatives had been re-accredited. 
The captain of the Eng ish man-of-war ves- 
sel, Dryad,has offended the French by landing 
a guard of marines at the British consulate and 
placing his boats at the disposal of the fugi- 
tives. A despatch to the Standard from Tam- 
atave dated June 3ist, confirm the report of 
the arrest of an English missionary by the 
French. Three other English residents were 
placed under temporary arrest. Communi- 
cation with the British men of war was for- 
bidden. ‘The French retugees from the capitol, 
whom it had been feared had been murdered, 
reached Tamatave in safety. having been well 
treated in the interior. 


THE SUEZ CANAL,

THE STREET COMMISSION. 

The mayor and city council of Atlanta are 
asking the legislature of Georgia to abolish 
the street commission. We do not know the 
reasons moving them to make this request, 
but we are satisfied that it is better to let the 
commission law remain. Every objection 
that has been made will apply equally as well 
to any organization in the city, and it is the 
duty of the council to perfect the commission 
if itis not perfect, and not try to abolish it.

One of the main reasons, as we understand 
it, for creating this commission, was to prepare 
and put in operation a system of permanent 
improvements for our streets. The work was 
to be carried out by the commission and the 
city council were to be relieved of a great re- 
sponsibility. Atthe same time they were to 
be a check on the commission and the com- 
mission acheck on the city council, to pre- 
vent the foolish expenditure of money and 
other irregularities, too common where the 
streets were worked under supervision of the 
council. Thousands of dollars had been spent 
annually, before the commission was created, 
for work on our streets, and none of it for 
permanent improvement. Every new chair- 
man of the street committee would havea 
new plan, and it was not unfrequently 
the case that one chairman would 
spend a large sum in tearing up 
the work of his predecessor and then having 
the work done according to his idea, all of 
which would be torn upor changed by his 
successors. The commission was made to

Instead of 
sendgipg us students, they draw students from 
us, and your commiitee feels called 
upon Lo Fay that the present System 
of cramping the university, even to the extent of 
allowing her-buildings to become dilapidated. un- 
sightly and unsafe in order to foster “the braneh 
colleges, which do not send students here in any 
adequate numbers, is, in thei Opinion, unwise 
and cannot be justified.

Formerly the communication with Knoxville 
and the section ofcountry named by way of the 
Cinciunati, New Orleans and Tcxas Pacific road 
was to Chattanooga, and from that point over the 
East Tennessee, Virgiuia aud Georgia, This was 
indeed a roundabout way of reaching Kuroxville, 
the distancce from this city to Chattanooga over the 
Cincinnati Southern division of the C., N. O. and T, 
P, alone being 335 miles, and from Chattanooga to 
Knoxville overjihe East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georzia, 111 miles, making the entire distauce from 
Cincinnati to Knoxville by the route referred to 416 
miles.

Some Gossip About the Coming Conclave tin San Fran- 
claco, Cailfornia. 

The Knights Templar throughout the coun- 
try are now giving ‘their attention and pre- 
paring for the grand conclave which is soon 
to be held at Francisco, California.

Lizzie Patterson, oue of tne devotees of the 
Atlanta city prison, died Sanday at that in 
stitution from the effects of a | 
morphine. Wednesday mornin, 
arraigned in the police court, and 
charge of drunk and disorderiy she ple 
Hot yuilty. The evidence adduced, b 
demonstrated the fact that the char 
true one, anda tine of $3.75 was itiuny 
the recorder. It Lhe rst time that S 
had been betore Judge Sun, alin 
sessing her tine hesaid: 

‘Dll begin easy with you as this is the ficst 
time I have hada chance at vou. You can

“Allright, sir,’ was her response as she 
walked into the room behind tbe recorder’s 
desk, where she had gone a thousand 
betore. She had no money, and the rock pile 
was her destination, but it happened tnat 
there Was some scouring and scrubbing need- 
ed at the Station house, and she was detailed 
to do that work instead of breaking rock 
at the city quarry. Long ago 
she bad established a repu- 
tation for abiding the sentence of the court, 
and consequentiy became a ‘‘trusty’”’ in her 
work last week at the stationhouse. She 
brought,water and did her scouring faithfully, 
until Saturday night she asked Chief Con- 
nolly to let her LO home and stay all nig ft, 
promising to return the pext morning. he 
chiet knew she would keep her promise un- 
less she got drunk, and alter extracting a pro- 
hibition pledge during the furlough he _ per- 
mitted herto go. KEarlySunday morning she 
returned to the stationhouse and paid what 
remained due the city of the $3.75, and took 
ler departure. Before however, 
exhibited about grains of 
norphine Mr. Emmel, super- 
intendent the city -chaingang, and 
declared it her.intention to swallow it. Mr. 
Emmel knew that the woman had been in 
the habit of taking morphine, and beyond 
advising the woman not to take it, paid little 
attention to her. About noon she was taken 
from a Peters street car two policemen 
who were informed that she was drunk. She 
was carried to the station house; but there it 
Was soon ascertained that she was no! drunk, 
but under the influence of morphine.
